Continuation of 3. NOTE: The amendment of claims 17 and 18, changing "comprising" to "consisting of, raise new mater issue. The 
amendment filed 1 1-27-06 fails to point out where the support is in the specification. The specification fails to disclose a hubrid fragment 
of tetanus toxin comsisting of a fragment C and a fraction of fragment C having 11 amino acid residues (amino acids 854-1315 of the 
tetanus toxin). Further, such amendment requires further consideration and/or search by examiner. 



Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Since the amendment filed 1 1-27-06 will not be 
entered, therefore, the claims remain rejected for the reasons of record. Applicants attached an advisory action for 09/501 ,787. It 
appears that even if the amendment is entered, the amended claims would be obvious for one of ordinary skill in the art over the teachings 
of prior arts. 
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
